They make splendid sprmg borders and they 
combine well with narcissus, hyacinths, tulips, and other 
early-flowering bulbs. A solid bed of them will be a source of 
much pleasure if it is taken care of through the summer. As 
window-box material Pansies are good companions for any 
annuals. Wherever planted, they need rich soil and plenty of 
moisture.

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Here is a strain of Pansies bred especially for cutting. This mixture was developed from the famous 
Swiss Giant Pansies and is kept up to Pitzonka ideals by the head of the House personally selecting for seed, 
promising plants bearing only long-stemmed flowers. The plants must be sturdy, holding the flowers off the 
ground; the stems must be at least 6 inches long and heavy enough to hold up; and the flowers must have 
substance to make them last and also they must be fragrant. As far as color is concerned, 50 per cent of the 
flowers must be in shades of red, with various variegated colors making up the remainder. Our customers 
like this strain.

ORDERING 


We aim to execute orders as soon as received, but in 
the rush season slight delays are unavoidable, and when 
such is the case an acknowledgment will be sent at 
once. If you order early and give a shipping date, we 
will be pleased to ship so that the orders reach their 
destination on or about the date specified. When no 
shipping instructions are given, orders are filled in the 
rotation in which they are received. 


TERMS 


Those desiring to open accounts will please furnish 
references from three parties with whom they have had 
credit relations and allow sufficient time for us to 
investigate; otherwise cash must accompany order. 

Remittances should be made by Post Office Money 
Orders, Drafts on New York or Philadelphia banks, 
or Express Money Orders, in amount sufficient to cover 
the complete order. Where it is impossible to obtain 
these, the letter should be registered. We cannot 
guarantee receipt of money sent in any other way. We 
reserve the right to decline C.O.D. orders. 

No charge is made for boxes or packing, except on 
shipments sent Parcel Post prepaid, and the additional 
cost for packing and postage on these is covered by the 
additional 10, 15 and 20 per cent as per table of rates. 

In filling out your order, always give shipping direc- 
tions, and write Name and Address distinctly on each 
and every order. 


SHIPPING 


It is customary for our patrons to receive their 
orders from us in-perfect condition. However, there 
are times when plants arrive slightly withered. When 
that happens, place only the roots in water, in order 
to revive them. Never set out a withered plant. 

Claims for shortage, etc., must be made within five 
(5) days after receipt of goods.

All orders are forwarded by Express or Parcel Post, 
purchaser paying charges. For those of our customers 
who wish their orders sent by Parcel Post, prepaid, 
additional charges must be added for special packing 
and postage.

Both are much reduced from natural 
size, but they do tell a real story of Pitzonka’s Pansy Plants. 


The first picture shows the type, foliage, and the root-growth of our 
Large Pansy Plants. These Large Plants are a little older than the 
Regulars, are larger and better developed, and therefore bloom quicker 
and more freely from the start. The Large Plants are recommended 
for greenhouse winter blooming. 


One of Pitzonka’s Regular Size Pansy Plants is pictured in the second 
Ulustration. These are younger plants, but are grown under exactly the 
same conditions and culture as the Large Plants. They will be a little 
longer in developing but will give just as fine flowers when fully grown. 
All they need is a little more time.
